2. It is observed that when classified cryptographic equipments 
are obsolete, and are no loiter to be retained, they are destroyed. Zt 
is also to be noted that cryptographic equipments have no commercial 
counterpart and therefore require considerable time for procurement, 
gar these reasons it is reocMsended that the following equipments be con- 
sider ad appropriate for war reserve until euch time ae declared obsolete:
